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Hurricane Winds Strike Coast 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — Do 
small-item merchandisers get 
a windfall from the two and 
one-half-cent use tax and the 
half-cent city sales tax? 


After hearing numerous allega- 


tions from people who say "we pay 
the three-cent tax, anyway, so the 
city might as well collect it (-the 
half-cent additional)" this news- 
paper asked the Associated Press 
to make some inquiry into the mat- 
ter. Here's the AP story: 


"The merchants, themselves, 


«ay the new taxes — like the 2 
per cent retailer's occupational 
tax — provide problems, but no 
excess profits. 
"One chain store which sells a, 


number of items in the dime to 
15-cent category took stock of its 
first month's collections under the 
use tax and found it had under- 
collected J2.50 per $1,000 of tax it 
had to pay the state. 


"The new tax laws provide that 


excess collections for use and 
tsales taxes are the property of 
the state. An overage In munici- 
pal sales tax collections, the law 
specifies, must be applied on the 
2i<i per cent state use tax. 
"Neither of the taxes is collected 


cm a single purchase of less than 
14 cents. That means, many a 
small purchase — of a candy bar, 
a cake of soap, a 10-cent cigar or 
a wad of bubble gum—is not tax- 
able.

"A customer who buys a l*-cent 


Item must pay a penny tax on it. 
And although he actually pays 7.14 
per cent, he hasn't overpaid by 
as much as one cent. The scale 
never overcharges the customer 
as much as a penny. 


"In the case of a 49-cent pur- 


chase under the 2'/z per cent tax 
collection schedule, the customer 
still pays one cent, and his ac- 
tual tax payment only amounts 
to 3.04 per cent, approximately 
-4« per cent under the legal tax. 
* * * 


"The larger the purchase, the 


closer to the exact amount of tax 
is collected by the merchant. 


"Joseph T. Meek, president of 


the Illinois Federation of Retail 
Assns., who recommended the tax 
collection scales which were adop- 
ted by the legislators warned 
that merchants must watch care- 
fully to see whether they provide 
enough money to pay the taxes. 
If not, he says, an adjustment of 
the collection schedule should be 
sought at the next meeting of the 
General Assembly. 


" 'This schedule is much more 


favorable to the customer than that 
used in Iowa,' Meek said. 'Actual- 
ly, it makes the merchant the tax 
collector for the state without com- 
pensation.'

"Meek said that during the life 


of the retailer's occupational tax, 
his organization had proved many 
times to legislators that merchants 
were not making money on tax col- 
lections. 


"There is a system for collect- 


ing more nearly the exact tax on 
small purchases. This involves cir- 
culation of a large number of sales 
tax tokens witn a credit value of 
less than one rent 
These were 


tried bnefiy in the early OOs. but 
discarded a? a nuisance. 


"Some states with sales taxes 


still use sales tax tokens.

120,000 Anticipated 


Special Board Meeting 
To Speed Referendum 


The Dixon school district will be S120,000 "in the red" 


by the end of the 1955-56 school year, according to figures 
announced Wednesday night during the board of education 
meeting. 


A special boaid meeting will be 


held next Wednesday night to call 
a referendum in which the board 
will ask for an increase in the edu- 
cational tax rate, which now is 95 
cents per J100 of assessed valu- 
ation. 


The board has not determined 


how large a hike it will request, 
but it is limited by law to a maxi- 
mum of 40 cents. 


Dees Gives Estimate 


Sup*. Sherwood Dees, attending 


his first board meeting as super- 


intendent (he was named assistant 
superintendent a year ago;, men- 
tioned the S120.000 figure. 


He said the district spent $75,000 


more than it took in last year, and 
a similar deficit is expected this 
year. In addition, he said, seven 
new teachers with total annual 
salaries of $23.000 have been hired, 
and a pay hike for all teachers, 
approved by the board last spring, 
will add another 519,000.

Down Near 
Black Forest 


Taking Part in 
Exercise, Says 
U.S. Air Force 


STUTTGART, Germany UP) 


— Two C119 Flying Boxcar 
transports collided in the air 
and crashed into the Black 
Forest today. The U. S. air 
force announced 67 men were 
killed. 


The Air Force said the death 


toll included the crews of the two 
American aircraft as well as sol- 
diers being transported. 


The Flying Boxcars have a nor- 


mal seating capacity of 67, with a 
maximum capacity of 78. 


Police said the two planes were 


taking part with eight other air- 
craft in a transport exercise and 
had taken off from the U. S. air 
field at Echterdingen, at Stutt- 
gart. 


Near Black Forest 


The crash occurred near Edel 


weiler, a village in the Black For- 
est near Freudenstadt. 


The planes were two of a nine 


plane' flight which had just taken 
off from Echterdingen field, near 
here, on a training mission with 
troops from the U. S. 7th Army 
aboard.

said: 


"Initial reports said that one 


plane developed 
engine 
trouble 


just after takeoff, after reaching a 
cruising, level of 4.000 feet. 
The 


crippled plane lost altitude mom 
entarily, then pulled up abruptly 
across the front of another aircraft 
in the formation. 


"The crippled plane went down 


immediately. The 
second 
plane 


flew level for almost one minute, 
then went out of control and nosed 
into the ground." 


Fourth Worst 


The announced death toll would 


make this the fourth worst air 
disaster in historj. A total of 129 
U. S. servicemen died in the flam- 
ing wreckage of a Cl2t globemas 
ter near Tokyo in 1953. Tn 1932 
another C324 crashed on taking off 
from Larson Air Force Base, in 
Washington State, killing 87. In 
1950, a commercial plane cariy- 
ing soccer fans crashed at Card- 
iff. Wales, with a death toll of 80 
persons.

Today's was West Germany's 


I biggest postwar air disaster 
ancj 


j al.so the biggest military death toll 
in an air crash in Western europe. 


The Air Force said today's crash 


occurred less than 15 minutes after 
take-off in mid-afternoon. 


The announcement said there 


were 42 passengers, a crew of 5 
plus one loadmasier in one plane. 
and 14 passengers, a crew of 4 
and a loadmaster in the second.

bott who resigned Aug. 1. effective 
this Saturday, after the Senate In- 
vestigations subcommittee publicly 
exploied Talbott'.s uuiside busbiess 
interests and raised a question of 
ethics.

Big Storm Loses 
Power, But Is 
Still Dangerous 


WILMINGTON, N. C. (JP> 


— Hurricane Connie, losing 
some strength but still plenty 
powerful, battered the Caro- 
lina coast today. 


Winds just under hurricane force 


of 75 miles an hour and towering 
waves broke up fishing piers and 
filled the air with flying- debris in 
many exposed areas. The hurri- 
cane's eye. now packing- winds of 
about 100 miles an hour, moved at 
a steady 6 to 7 miles an hour tow- 
ard the lowlying resort beaches 
between this port city of Wilming- 
ton and Myrtle Beach, S. C. At the 
present rate the eye would reach 
shore about 9 p.m., (EST.) It was 
about 110 miles southeast of Wil» 
mington "t 11 a.m. 


Debris Files 


Tree limbs, shingles and other 


debris flew through the air on 
winds of 60 miles an hour and 
higher whipping through exposed 
resort areas. 


The 
dangerous 
storm 
which 


threatened a vast stretch of the 
seaboard from Georgetown, S. C. 
north, was piling up sand and wa- 
ter In the streets of some North 
Carolina beach towns. Most vaca- 
tioners and many permanent resi- 
dents had sought shelter inland. 


"It's blowing so hard you can 


hat dry stand up," Police Chief 
M. E. Williamson reported from 
Wrightsville Beach, east of Wil- 
mington. 


Tide Higher 


Th» tide at Swannsboro, north 


of here and near Jacksonville, was 
reported higher than it was dur- 
ing the- same stage'of hurricane 
Hazel. 


Communication lines were going 


out in many areas feeling the fore* 
of Connie's extended outer gales. 


A fishing pier on the north end 


of Wrightsville Beach, which was 
destroyed by Hazel and rebuilt, 
reportedly was swept away again. 


New England was told, mean- 


while, it could relax. The Boston 
Weather Bureau announced Conni* 
"is no threat to New England 
for at least the next 36 hours." 
Small craft were told they could 
resume normal operations.

Big Harvest to 
Set New Record

on the way to producing this year 
a new record volume of products 
and a new crop of farm surpluses. 


The Agriculture Department, in 


its monthly crop production fore- 
casts Wednesday, said it now looks 
as if the 1955 harvest will match 
the record produced in 1948 under 
incentives of heavy postwar de- 
mands. 


Such a volume this year would 


be produced in the fare of lower j 


I prices and i>harp acreage cutbacks j 
for some crops, including cotton, 
wheat, rice, peanuts and tobacco.

The prospective crop output will 


be coupled with perhaps a record 
quantity of livestock products—red 
meat, poultry and milk. Added to- 
gether, the crop and livestock 
products would set—on the basi? of 
present prospects—a new produc- 
| tion record. 


for such livestock leed graias a.a 
corn. oats, barley and sorghum 
grain. The nation already has rec- 
ord reserves of feed grains in stor- 
age from past bumper crops — 
much of it stored under govern- 
ment price support programs. 


Jn efforts to utilize these grains, 


farmers may expand production of 
meat animals, poultry and dairy 
cows to a point where these prod- 
ucts too might become engulfed in 
surpluses. 


The Causes 


Generally favorable w e a t h e r , 


heavy use of fertilizers, greater 
use of machinery, and planting of 
better crop varieties contributed 
to the prospective big crop volume.

soybeans, oats, hay. sorghum grain I 
sugar < ane and sigar beets. ?>ear ' 
record harvests were indicated for 
corn, barley and potatoes.

A Helping Hand Needed 


E\ery time German rearmament com** * step closer to 


reality or new figures show continued spectacular expansion 
of the German economy, fresh alarm is voiced in many Eu- 
ropean quarters. 
. 
. 
At the same time. America is chided for naively wel- 


coming these developments with eagerness. 


As had been said countless times, Europe 8 fears of a 


revived Germany are understandable. 
Certainly adequate international safeguards must be, 


erected to prevent German militarism from once again men- 
acing the continent and the world. 


We must hope that Germany's membership m NATO. 


the West's prime defensive organization, will exert proper; 
control over German armed forces. 
' 
France always the most fearful of Germany, was itself 


responsible for scuttling a surer safeguard— the EDC plan. 


But we in the free world must learn to distinguish be- 


tween legitimate fear of a newly powerful Germany, and 
reluctance to give Germany a place among nations which 
matches its fundamental strength. 


In this matter, it is not the United States but Europe 


which is "naive" in approaching Germany's future. During 
the years when Germany was "down," Britain, Holland and 
others developed trade in areas once served by the Germans. 
But now Germany has come back strongly, and is regaining 
manv of its old markets, and more. 


Britain, France and some others are not happy over 


this revival. They plainly would like to limit Germany's 
trade role. 
But can this really be done without sowing the seeds of 


deep international conflict that perhaps could only be re- 
solved by war? 


How do you hold down 70 million people with tremen- 


dous working energy, high technical skill and substantial 
resources ? 


" No one in Ms right mind wants to see all this warped 


once more to fit the needs of a war machine. But the chal- 
lenge to Germany itself — and to the whole West — is not to 
show how the country's vast potential can be stunted and 
constricted. It is to demonstrate how it may be put to work 
in the useful service of free mankind. 


The world needs the powerful thrust of Germany's eco- 


nomic engine. To smash a few cylinders or shut off part of 
its fuel supply is to admit bankruptcy in tackling one of the 
century's toughest problems. 


When it accepts German resurgence as healthful and in- 


evitable, America is not being naive. Such an attitude is 
basic to any imaginative approach to Germany's future. The 
solution will never emerge from the negative fears and re- 
luctances of Germany's neighbors and competitors. 


Bulganin in Wonderland 


If you had to give a title to the little drama of Soviet 


iociability enacted recently for Western diplomats at Pre- 
mier Bulganin's country estate, you might call it'j"Boating 
with Bulgy." 


For during a five-and-a-half-hour Sunday outing, a num- 


ber of top diplomats, including U. S. Ambassador Bohlen, in- 
dulged in boat races on Bulganin's lakes. Others fished. 
picked raspberries, drove through a deer park, or watched 
a television report of a soccer match. 


Comparing the lush surroundings with the relative mod- 


esty of President Eisenhower's residential haunts, one had to 
strain hard to remember that what Bulganin was offering 
the guests were, after all, people's democratic lakes and 
parks. 


If this kind of thing goes on, good will gushing like a 


Texas well, they'll be renaming the country the Union of So- 
ciable Soviet Republics.

Towering above al! other spires 


In Rocky Mountain National Park 
stands the great pinnacle of Longs 
Peak. 
Its 
prodig-on* 
flat 
hend 


pushes 14.255 feet into the atmos- 
h*re, rating itself as 
fourteenth 


among- Colorado's host 
of high 


mountains. Contra ry to popular 
belief, very familiar Pikes Peak 
(14.110) is only thirtieth among 
Colorado's 52 peaks over 14,000 
feet high. 


Longs Peak for mnnv years has 


be«n the favorite i-limb for pro- 
fessional and neophyte mountain- 
eers alike, sinr-e it is comparative- 
ly accessible (being 7.2 miles from 
;he nearest roa'li, offei-s spectacu- 
lar views on th« 50 routes to the 
top (anyvhere from A 2.000-foot 
sheer cliff on the east face to a 
somewhat easier trial on the north 
face), and the phenomenal pano- 
rama sprn from the top. making 
visibility in a 145-mile radius on 
a clear day a reality. 


Longs Peak received its name 


from the official exploratory ex- 
pedition by the United States gov- 
ernment in 18CO under the direc 
lion of Maj. Stephen H. Long, who 
first sighted the monster.

The Ascfint 


On Monday evening, Aug. 1. at j 


9 o'clock p.m., after completing 
our duti-es at Daven Haven Lodges, 
Paul 
Wohlfarth, 
Lincoln, 
Neb., 


Bob Cave, Stillwater. Okla., and 
Phil Carr. Tulsa. Okla.. and I 
drove to the Longs Peak camp- 
ground, 60 miles over Trail Pvidge 
Road, the highest continuous high- 
way in the United States, and 
through Estes Park, a familiar re- 
sort town in Rocky Mountain Na- 
tional Park. We made camp and 
began preparations for the early 
alarm clock ring we anticipated 
at four a.m. the next morning. 
Five short hours later ve arose. 
cook«d a welcome hot breakfast 
on our Coleman stove, registered 
our names, time of departure and 
rout with the special Longs Peal: 
ranger and at 5 a.m. began the 
long 
seven 
rnile 
hike 
to 
the 


Boulderfleld Shelter Cabin at the 
base of the peak itself. 


Along the route -we first passed 


through a dense woods for two 
miles before reaching timberlme 
at 11,500 feet; we had started at an 
elevation 
of 
about 
9.000 
feet. 


Here we rested a short while at 
the old rustic bridge running across 
Alpine Creek, a glacier fed stream. 
Continuing along the path (a jum- 
ble of jagged rocks) we crossed 
Mills Moraine, a large ridge push- 
ed aside by the 
glacier which 


gouged out the valley leading to 
the sheer east fai-e of Longs. As 
we rose to thR top of the moraine 
we caught our first glimpse of th-e 
monstrous thing we were to climb 
—the enrlv morning- rays of light 
bouncing off 
I he patches of snow 


on its precarious lodges made a 
breath-taking spectacle. 


1'p We Go 


The trail then sharply turned to 


the 
light 
(north)

around the. side of Mt. Lady Wash- 
ington. R 13 000-foot sister peak to

Longs more than ajiy other living 
person. Truly an interesting per- 
sonality! We very much enjoyed 
our talk with him. On the way up 
he and his party followed directly 
behind and many times he gave 
suggestions to us less experienced 
climbers. 


Start Direct Ascent 


At 8:45 we started the diiect 


ascent toward the cables. We head- 
ed from the shelter cabin over the 
boulders on a pick-as-you-go route 
for about half a mile toward the 
base over the irregular surface of 
the boulders. Once there, we hiked 
steeply between frequent "breath- 
ers" to Chasm View where our 
first close-up view of the sheer 
2.000-foot east face and the seem- 
ing 
puddle constituting 
Chasm. 


Lake, actually quite large, was ob- 
tained. This particular spot on the 
route is famous for the opportun- 
ities offered for spectacular pho- 
tography and that we did take ad- 
vantage of. 


Between Chasm View and the be- 


ginning of the first cable was the 
hardest part of the climb and we 
wondered as we slipped on the 
smooth 
lichen-coated 
rock why 


cables had not been put here also 
to help, especially the novice. 
When we finally did reach the 
cable the going, became much 
rougher, but by using half-arm and 
half-leg power it was negotiated, 
with safety, if nothing else. After a 
brief easier stretch we went up the 
second cable; now only 500 feet re- 
mained, but--~witn fatigue and the 
altitude, inducing light-headedness, 
it seemed like 5,000. 


The greatest danger in such a 


situation ia rolling rocks kicked 
down by those ahead; even a small 
rock gains quite a bit of momen- 
tum bounding practically straight 
down. "Roll No Rocks" signs were 
observed periodically. In two sep- 
arate instances, rolling rocks the 
size of a basketball have decapi- 
tated tail-enders. 


Wonderful View 


Once on top gave the impression 


of seventh heaven; we arrived 
there at 10:20. Tt seemed as though 
we could see the entire topography 
of the world from this vantage 
point. "\\Tiat a spectacular view 
was offered, making the struggle 
well worth 
the effort. 
On the 


plateau-like top we could view 
Pikes Peak. 103 miles distant in 
a straight line, the Great Plains, 
the 
dark patches 
lepresenttng 


Greeley. Longmont, and Denver. 
We could also see into Wyoming 
and Nebraska. A well-worn fable 
states that the smoke just visible 
on the east horizon is from the 
Chicago stock yards. 


When we had eaten our very 


welcome sack lunches and signed 
the register in the cairn, we en- 
joyed the panorama 
before us. 


Having used a roll of films we be- 
gan the longer Homestretch-Key- 
hole route down. The way was 
clearly marked with the bulls eyes 
in direct contrast to the North 
Face cable route. Much of the 


i time our "fifth wheels" were put 


i into use to add more fncuon on 
the downgrade. 


• 
One of the more interesting as- 


pects of the descent was the 300- 


i yard journey across the Narrows. 
I v e i y aptly named. They consist of 


i nothing -but a three-fool wide ledge 
.half-way down the mountain: it is 


the only way to get from midway 
down the south face to the middle 


of the west face for th« remainder 
of the declination. Here the utmost 
caution was used since a body- 
crunching fall awaited the unwary. 


View Monument 


The Keyhole, where we passed 


from the West Face to the North. 
Face, our point of depature. re- 
sembled, surprisingly enough, a 
key hole. Just past this configura- 
tion in the rocks is a beehive-like 
structure erected to the memory 
of Agnes Vaille, a feminine hiker 
who scaled the East Face in the 
dead of the winter of 1925 and died 
on the return due to exposure. This 
was erected 10 prevent just such 
a recurrence. 


The remainder of the trip to the 


Campground 
covered the same 


eight miles. On the way back -we 
saw pikas, marmots, a porcupine 
and a deer. We signed out with the 
Ranger at 4 p.m. the afternoon of 
Aug. 2 and were back in Grand 


ke by 6 o'clock. 
We ended our perfect day by 


laving dinner out and discussing , 
the day's accomplishments. Surely 
a day never to be forgotten.

the International Labor Office on the very shore of Lake Geneva is 
the political pentagon of a new deal hicogalorum named David A, 
Morn*. Hi« subordinates turn out a monthly pa^er called the ILO 
News published in many languages for the enlightenment of 60 "mem- 
ber'' nations, including some which are primitive 
tribes. 
Thi» enlightenment consists largely of fa- 


vorable personal publicity about Mr. Morse, a 
Roosevelt-Truman 
holdover, whose past jobs in- 


cluded that of general counsel to the Labor Rela- 
tions Board under the old Wagner Act which h« 
approved. 


In a statement of his qualifications, when he 


strongly endorsed as a fine loyal American fellow 
who soon went behind the iron curtain into Czecho- 
slovakia with his wife and four children, Morse in- 
formed the U. S. Civil Service Commission that he 
«t»»4 


had been director of labor for the Italian military government opera- 
tions, acting director of the U. S. control group council in England 
and France, and later "with the council" in Frankfort.and Berlin as

Hoover headed for his favorite 
fishing stream-the McKenzie Riv-

seeing his boyhood home dedicated 
as a national shrine Wednesday. 


Hoover observed his 81st birth- 


day at ceremonies dedicating the 
house where he came as an or- 
phan 70 years ago. 


He spoke bareheaded in the hot 


afternoon sun to a crowd estimat- 
ed at 5.000. Hoover showed no sign 
of fatigue and seemed pleased with 
the simple ceremonies arranged 
for the occasion. 


Although he did not remember 


many of his former neighbors— 
he was 15 when h-e left Newberg 
for nearby Salem — he mingled 
with the crowd, greeting everyone 
who approached him. 


At the ceremonies, he told of 


his early days in this area and 
praised the heritage left by the 
builders of Newberg and the small 
towns over the nation. 


He praised the lives of his aunt 


and uncle. Dr. and Mrs. Henry 
John-Minthorn. to whose home in 
this Quaker community he came 
after the death of his parents. He 
said the spirit of Minthorn. 
a 


country- doctor and a religious ed- 
ucator, lives on in the nation. 


The Minthorn house was restored 


by friends of the former President. 
who organized the Herbert Hoover 
Foundation.

heed Aircraft Corp. and the Air 
Forc« of th« Hercules C-130, an 
amazing new cargo plane. 


Air Force experts already claim 


that the plane will give U.S. forces 
»• new type of world mobility. But 
th« plant's bigger potential could 
be in the hauling of commercial 
freight. 


The performance of the Her- 


cules. demonstrated publicly here 
for th« first time, shows the way 
for the airlines to become major 
competitors of th« rail, truck and 
•teamship lines. 


It gives the U.S. the jump on 


th* British in the cargo end of 
turbo-prop flying because the plane 
was specifically designed to capi- 
talize -on the special advantages 
of this iyp« engine for cargo haul- 


A turbo-prop engine has no pis- 


tons. Its exploding fuel turns a 
turbine wlteel which is geared to 
a propeller. This arrangement 
combines the speed and simplic- 
ity of a straight jet engine with 
the fuel economy of a convention- 
al. Aircraft engine. 


The British have led the world 


in turbo-prop development up to 
now. The British Viscount pas- 
aenger . plane with British Rolls 
Royce turbo-prop engines, for ex- 
ample. ha« become one of the most 
popular planes among airlines of 
th« world. 
The engines, give a 


combination of speed, economy 
and smooth flight. 


The-Hercules, however, with four 


new American Allison turbo-prop 
enjines, caji do amazing things in 
the handling of freight—and troops 


—which no British plane 
can 


match. 


Its speed is a secret, but is re- 


liably reported to be between 350 
and 375 miles per hour. It can 
take off with only an SOO-foot run 
on the ground, climb at a steep 
angle, and land on a field less 
than 400 feet long. It can also land 
on fairly rough, open country.

coach and the subsequent appointment of Lloyd Swan to the 
post, blunted somewhat news of the confirmation of Lyle 
Bogott as head basketball coach at Dixon high school.

Bo?ott, 28. was named to fill the 


vacancv created when Lon Sco- 
field, head basketball coach since 
194S, resigned two weeks ago. 


A former coach at Byron high 


school, Bogott has been grade 
school track, basketball and foot- 
ball coach at the Dixon grade 
schools for the past two years. 


In connection with the elevation 


of Bogott to the head basketball 
post in the high school was board 
action in doing away with contact 
football in the grade schools and 
plans to follow the policies of the 
Illinois Elementary Schools Asso- 
ciation. 


Here Since 1921 


Plans are being laid to abandon 


the united schools program here 
in favor of inter-school athletics. 


In announcing his retirement 


from active coaching, Bowers said 
he had been considering the move 
for quite some time and felt that 
his resignation would be in keeping 
with the best interests of the 
school. He will remain on the fac- 
ulty as athletic director. He said 
he hopes to devote more time to 
that position and be able to do a 
better job in that capacity. 


Bowers, track coach here since 


1921. was regarded as the deaji of 
North Central Illinois conference 
track coaches. His 34 years in that 
position ranks him about third in 
Northern Illinois in point of serv- 
ice. 


Not a Surprise 


Bogott's appointment to the head 


basketball coaching job came as 
little surprise to Dixonites who had 
been well fortified with rumors 
that the job would go to the for- 
mer Rock Falls athlete. 


In addition to "his duties as head 


basketball coach. Bogott will serve 
.as assistant football coach to Don 
Bamhart. Bogott's teaching duties 
have not been settled as yet. He 
had taught physical education in 
the grade schools and in the high 
school. 


Bogott was born in Sterling and 


attended schools in Rock Falls, 
where he was a star football, bas- 
ketball and track athlete. He was 
elected basketball capiain as a 
junior and after interrupting his 
schooling for the service, he re- 
turned to Rock Falls as a senior 
and was again elected captain of 
the cage team. 


Came From Byron 


He attended Monmouth College, 


graduating: in 1951, after playing 
football as a halfback, basketball 
as a guard and second base on the 
baseball team. He also was a 
weigh: man in ti ack. 


grade school athletic system. 


Swan, who came to Dixon in 


1948, a." frosh-soph coach in foot- 
ball and basketball, takes over the 
head track coach post but will re- 
tain his present positions in foot- 
ball and basketball.

cided to seek a replacement from 
their own system if there was a 
capable man available. They first 
approached Swan, who declined to 
accept the post. The school men 
then approached Bogott, who ac- 
cepted the poet. 


Thus, school officials placed con- 


fidence in their new appointees by 
in effect rating them as high as 
any possible candidates outside the 
system. 


In shifting over from a united 


grade school program, school offi- 
cials feel that they will be able 
to got more boys interested in ath- 
letics.

DJXOX'S COACHING SITUATION was hit by its second surprisa 


resignation in two weeks last night when Art Bowers decided to call it 
quits after 34 years as coach here in Dixon, and 35 years of coaching 
altogether. 


Bowers came here from Parker, S. D., as a second year 


man in his chosen profession and has been here ever since. He 
started as coach of all sport* and athletic director and now 
after 34 years, is strictly an athletic director. 
BOWERS' CASE THEN BECOMES a good example of the changing 


emphasis on athletics in Dixon from 1921 until the present. In 1921, 
one man could handle the job. But as the school grew and athletics 
came on to take a more important role in the school program, it be- 
came too much for one man and Bowers relinquished his football and 
basketball job to two other men. 


Today, with athletics at an apparent peak, even holding 


down a track coaching job along with an athletic directorship is 
proving more than enough for one man, making it impossible 
to do justice to either. 
BOWERS RECALLS JUST TWO OTHER MEN who have been in 


the track coaching' game longer than he. Howard Fellows of LaSalle 
and Howard Beyers of Rockford. Beyers has since retired. 


We asked Art about some of the highlights of his 3-1-year 


rareer. His biggest thrill, he said, came two years ago when 
Kay Draper tore off a :9.8 second TOO at the North Central Illi- 
nois conference track meet. That, Bower regards as the biggest 
moment in his career. 
ANOTHER HIGHLIGHT, somewhat humorous, came at Urban* 


during the state track meet when Howard Mantzch of Dixon probably 
held one of the shortest state records in history. Mantsch sei the Flint- 
put record but the next man up broke it. Glory was short-lived in that 
instance. 


Art also recalled that glory period in the early 30s when 


Dixon won the NCIC track championship five or six years in 
a row. 
IT'S BEEN A LONG CAREER FOR BOWERS, filled with many 


memories and highlights. He remembers most of his boys but declines 
to point out other highlights in his and their careers for fear of forget- 
ting someone. 


But maybe one day loon we'll get him to do some heavy 


thinking about 34 years in Dixon as a coach, the dean of the 
North Central Illinois Track Coaches' union.

Fresh Baked Ham Steak 
Makes Good Sunday Treat 


By GAYSOR MADDOX 


Here's a recipe we tried at home 


last Sunday. With pork reasonable, 
it's a delicious form of economy. 


Baked Fresh Ham Steak 


(Vielrt: 4 servings) 


Two pounds fresh ham steak, 1U 


teaspoons kitchen bouquet, 2 table- 
spoons fat, l',i teaspoons salt, 1 
teaspoon sugar, 'y, teaspoon pep- 
per, 1 cup sliced onion, % cup 
sliced green pepper, }i cup lemon 
juice, 1 tablespoon cornstarch, - 2 
tablespoons cold water. * 


Buy the shank half of a fresh 


ham. Have your butcher cut off 
one slice weighing about 2 pounds. 
Save- the shank end for use in a 
recipe using small pieces of meat. 
Trim the slice of excess fat, leav- 
ing only a small amount around 
the edge. Slash 4he edge in sev- 
eral places to prevent any curling. 
Brush on both sides with kitchen 
bouquet. Melt fat in frying pan 
over moderate heat. Add pork 
steak and brown quickly on both 
sides. Transfer to suitable shallow 
baking dish. Sprinkle with salt, 
sugar -and pepper. Spread sliced 
onion and green pepper over meat. 
Sprinkle lemon juice over the top. 
Cover with aluminum foil. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
until .tender and done, about 1 
hour. Remove piece of meat to hot 
serving platter. Pour pan juices in- 
to saucepan- Add cornstarch and 
cold water which have been blend- 
ed together. Bring to boil, stirring 
constantly, and then pour sauce 


over meat. Serve immediately cut- 
ting the meat in thin crosswise 
slices.

cast this year's corn crop at 3,477,- 
711.000 bushels and the wheat crop 
at 910.958.000 bushels. 


The com figure is 28.044.000 bu- 


shels more than 3.449.667,000 fore- 
cast by the department a month 
agx>. It compares also with 2.964,- 
39.000 produced last year and 
3.080.115.000 for the 10-year (1944- 
53> average. 


The corn estimate also compares 


with a government production goal 
ot about three billion bushels set 
up under an acreage planting al- 


tment program. 
The wheat estimate is 50.627,000 


bushels more than last month's 
forecast of S60.331.000 bushels. It 
compares with last year's crop of 
569,781,000 and with the 10-year 
average of 1,154,073,000. 


Wheat was grown under rigid 


marketing quotas seeking a crop of 
around 900 million bushels. But re- 
cord reserves and surpluses assure 
ample supplies. 


The wheat crop included 689,- 
03,000 bushels of winter wheat, 
221.555,000 bushels of spring wheat 
other than durum and 14.293,000 
bushels of durum.

iCapt. Jack Sez: 
Rules Change 
-For The Best 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The author of this column l» Capt. Jack 


Van Meter, city traffic officer. The object of his column is to ac- 
quaint motorists with the new plans for handling Dixon's increas- 
ing vehicular traftic. 
Today, I will discuss some of the traffic control measures that you 


have probably run into lately. Perhaps you were not quite sure WHY 
you were asked to do something different than you had been habitually 
doing-. Have you run into the "No Right Turn" sign on the southwest 
corner of First St. and Galena Ave.? When you 
want to turn south at that intersection, and find that 
you have to go straight aSead, it has probably irked 
you. 
There is very good reason for this sign, and 


it only used when the flow of traffic is heavy. Both 
vehicular and pedestrian. 


At these times, a car that wants to turn right 


is held up by pedestrians, and only one car is able 
to get through on a change of lights. This causes 
traffic to pile up west on First St., thereby block- 
ing the intersection of First St. and Hennepin Ave. 
When that intersection is blocked, the cars that want 
to enter there, are unable to do so. When they are unable to mov« 
through the intersection, it causes a pile up of traffic in four directions. 
So, I believe you can see the wisdom of keeping the traffic moving, 
even if it means that you will have to drive an extra block or two.

This does not mean 
that we want to increase the speed 
limits, ve merely want to keep 
your vehicle moving at a speed 
that is close to, and yet under the 
legal speed limit. If we can do 
this, it will mean that you will be 
able to get from to your destina- 
tion much faster. Just to satisfy 
your own curiosity, the next time 
you are driving across town, time 
yourself and see what your aver- 
age is in M.P.H. I believe you will 
be surprised at how low your av- 
erage speed turns out. It will be 
much lower than the legal speed 
of the areas through which you 
have traveled. Even tho you might 
"fudge" a little.

GETTYSBURG, Pa. tf>—Almost 


6,000 men had been killed in the 
battle. Hundreds more were dying 
by the day. Gettysburg—a peace- 
fully bustling town today—was a 
charnel house in 1863. 


So, to bury the dead, a cemetery 


was started. And a consecration 
ceremony was decided upon. That 
ca'!ed for an ora'or Edward EvPr- 
ett "was the silver-tongued choice 
of all concerned. 


Would he come? He would, he in- 


formed the committee, but he was 
a busy man. Couldn't they put the 
ceremony off a month or so? 


They could and did—for Edward 


Everett. Then,* pretty much as an 
afterthought, they sent an invita- 
tion to the President of the United 
States. 


He came—on the date selected 


by Edward Everett. 


Came by Train 


Abraham Lincoln and his party 


came by train, after a horse-pow- 
ered switch from one railroad to 
another at Baltimore. He walked 
from the station to David Wills' 
house m the village square. 


There he stayed the night. He 


knew he would be called upon to 
make a few remarks so he brought 
some notes from Washington. He 
didn't Uunk much of his first draft 
so he called in the reigning e.xpeit. 
Edward Everett was not the first 
nor the last outside consultant 
called in to help on a presidential 
address. 


In the end. though, it was Abe 


Lmcoln'3 speech. 


He wrote it, painstakingly, on a- 


little oval table you still can see in 
a little room over a drugstore here 
in Gettysburg. 


But he didn't get to deliver it on 


schedule. 


E\erctt Late 


For one thing, the parade to the 


cemetery was late in starting. Then 
Edward Everett was a half-hour 
late arriving at the cemetery. He'd 
been out inspecting the battlefield. 


Every school child has been told 


what happened next. Everett spoke 
for two hours. 


<• "Standing beneath this serene 
sky," he began, "overlooking these 
broad fields . . ." 


Abraham Lincoln pumped Ever- 


ett's hand and then spoke his own 
few words, starting "Fourscore 
and seven years ago ..." 


It is a tribute to his audience 


that those who could hear the 
President applauded—six times, 


according to tne Adams Sentinel 
and General Advert:?er's corie- 
spondent on the scene. 


A few hours later. Lincoln stop- 


ped by at the Piesbyterian Church 
—where another Republican Piesi- 
dfnt, Dwight D. Eisenhower some- 
times worships today. Lincoln did- 
n't stay for the end of the church 
exercises. His train to Washington 
was waiting

The 
most substantial is that I have 
nothing to say.'' 


"Laughter," reported the news- 


man on the spot. 


"In my position." the President 


went on, "it is somewhat impor- 
tant that I should not say foolish 
things " 


"It very often happens." con- 


cluded the President, "that the 
only way to help it is to say noth- 
ing at "all. Believing that is my 
pieou.i cur.J::.cn thjs eve^rg I 
must beg you to excuse me from 
addressing you further."
